I am  sure  you,  like  me,  believed  that  all  things  necessary  to  be  done 
were  completed  for  the  vacation  of  Townsend  Street.  I thought  the  legal 
matters  were  cleaned  up  last  spring  and  all  that  remained  was  for  us 
to  improve  Bright  Street  according  to  our  agreement  with  the  City  and 
Virginia-Carolina  so  they  would  have  access  to  their  plant. 

As  you  know,  Bright  Street  was  improved  last  summer  and  subsequently 
accepted  by  the  City.  We  were  ready  to  close  Townsend  Street  and 
found  that  a few  details  still  had  to  be  completed.  It  seems  the  ease- 
ment we  prepared  and  submitted  to  you  early  last  spring  was  not  satis- 
factory, although  we  heard  nothing  definite  until  we  were  ready  to  close 
Townsend  Street. 

Mr.  Boedeker  of  the  City  Engineer's  office  prepared  new  easements 
which  we  had  to  send  to  the  Wabash  Railroad  for  their  signature  and, 
due  to  their  merger  right  at  that  time,  this  was  delayed  about  three  or 
four  weeks. 

It  is  now  my  understanding  everything  is  completed  as  far  as  we  are 
concerned  but  that  the  City  still  has  to  have  a final  hearing  and  assess 
benefits  and  damages,  or  somethirg  like  that,  before  Townsend  Street 
is  officially  closed. 

I would  appreciate  it  if  you  would  take  this  action  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  it  is  my  understanding  the  final  hearing  will  find  the  benefits  and 
damages  equal  and  will  be  so  entered  officially  in  the  records.
